American troups who are helping the French defend the 


road from the Marne to Paris have again lunged forward and 
with the assistance of the French forces brigaded with them, the 
Americans swept forward last night between Bouresches and the 
Marne river, immediately east of Chateau Thierry, gaining the 
village^of Vaux, some nearby hilly ground and patches of wood­ 
land. 
Vaux is one of a group of hamlets lying about a mile west of 


Chateau Thierry, and its capture means that the Franco-Ameri­ 
can forces are now at Chateau Thierry’s very threshold. 
The 


attack struck the German line where it was nearest Paris, and 
the Chateau Thierry salient on the German side was crushed. 
The Americans fought with their proverbial gallantry, inflicting 
heavy losses upon the enemy and capturing many prisoners. An 
earlier dispatch filed at 6 o'clock this morning from the battle 
front si*id that 255 prisoners had been captured. 
However, it is 


not believed that all the prisoners had been counted at that time. 
The advance of the Americans is but one of a series that 


have been made since they took their stand alongside the French 
veterans. 
There have been no big operations elsewhere on the 


western front. 
The Italians are continuing their steady pressure against 
the Austrian* with great success. Austrian counter attacks have 
all broken down. For the lime oeing fighting has died down on 
the Piave sector of the Iu&Iian front.

I know th at you will be 
especially interested In w hat the 
old company is doing, for you have 
always been one of the dearest, best 
most untiring workers in the inter­ 
est of the boys of the company, and 
not only have the Boys always ap- 
" preeiated what you have done for 
them , but the officers also, and es­ 
pecially me. 
Well, we have been over here now 
long enough for the boys to sport 
service chevrons on their sleeves and 
they are now seasoned veterans of 
the great war. 
We left the States 
with a full complement of men and 
to date we have had only one death 
in our company and this was not due 
to the enemy but to pneumonia, <i 
which Private Br.vun Dutton died 
shortly after our arrival over here. 
I think th at this is a very fine record 
and we are proud of it. The men all 
seem to grasp the seriousness of the 
situation and they go to it like men. 
We have been to the trenches f »ur 
• ’mes since we’ve been over here and 
while there is an element of luck ii 
war still our boys are well disciplin­ 
ed and trained and they don’t take 
any unnecessary chances; in fact wc 
would not allow them to for it is du«> 
to carelessness th a t lots of men "et 
hurt. 
I wish you would tell the mother» 
of the boys whbm you know, th at tne 
officers of E. Company try to take 
the same care of their boys they 
would of their own brothers, and 
also tell them for me th at lots of 
them have to peel potatoes, cut 
wood, carry w ater and various other 
things, (which, by the way will come 
in useful when they get back home) 
simply because they don’t write 
home. 
It keeps 
me busy making 
them write to their homefolks and 
1 never get a letter from my m oth­ 
er th at she dosen’t remind me to 
make my men w rite to their loved 
ones back at home. 
It aim helps the men lots to hear 
from home too. and when they real­ 
ize th at you dear people back there 
are doing all in your power to help 
them it gives them lots of courage. 
They are all very proud of the to­ 
bacco fund of the 167th and they 
like to smoke the good cigarettes and 
cigars that you all are sending over 
f nd tell their friends from other 
regim ents th at they have hundreds 
of pretty women in Alabama who 
are working for the Fund back there 
and th at as soon as they smoke up 
the «mokes which they have on hand 
ti at there will be another shipment 
oa the road. I personally think that 
the ladies who have undertaken this 
im portant work are doing a great 
thing towards 
helping 
make the 
hoys happy and 1 hope you will con-

In recent correspondence with pack 
era handling southern hogs In large 
numbers, the question of bruised car­ 
casses was mentioned. One of the»® 
packers stated the following: “There 
is one condition that we notice about 
southern hogB, and that 1b that they 
contain quite a large percentage of 
bruised carcasses, which 
discounts 
their value. We presume that these 
bruises are caused to some extent by 
rough handling, particularly 
at 
the 
time of loading.” 
In handling hogs they are often al­ 
lowed to drop from the wagon or are 
thrown against a poet or other things. 
Hogs in market condition, especially 
young animals, are very easily bruised, 
and often otherwise injured. In catch­ 
ing them io load on wagons they are 
often Injured, especially if a dog is 
used. If any number are to be mar­ 
keted it will pay to build a loading 
chute. 
It can be constructed with 
very little cost, and the hogs can be 
driven Into the wagon body, saving 
both labor and injury to the animals. 
A fat hog should, always be handled 
slowly, that is, he should never be 
forced to run.. If the animals 
are 
closely crowded In a pen in warm 
weather they are easily overheated. 
A few minutes timo, and & little 
patience when hogs are being made 
ready for market, will save meat and 
do much towgrd removing the preju­ 
dice which 
the 
packer 
may 
hold 
against southern hpgs.
